Lehman Caves National 
M onu­ 
m ent, N evada - Lehman Cave is lo­ 
cated in the side of a valley some­ 
w hat like C hino Canyon though this 
valley is m uch w ider, with low side- 
hills. 
It joins a great block valley 
such as the valley in which 
Palm 
Springs is located, and the view from 
Lehm an's Cave across this valley to 
the distant m ountains is strikingly 
similar to th at of the view from the 
grove of trees in C hino Canyon. 
Lehman Cave is intriguing with 
its beautiful limestone decorations 
delicately formed and of beautiful ar­ 
tistry. 
Exploration is being carried 
on but at the present time the visits 
are confined to a passage about one 
quarter of a mile long from which 
m any small rooms are reached. 
For 
once the nam ing of these rooms and 
the suggested images in limestone 
are so apt as to meet with m y full 
appreciation. 


In this section is a large fault 
zone and it is believed that the 
cave was form ed along the lime­ 
stone in this fault zone by wa­ 
ters from form er glaciers on the 
high m ountains back of it. 
T he 
entrance was discovered m any 
years ago but at that time was 
only a small opening in the hill­ 
side that no one paid m uch at­ 
tention to until a Mr. Lehman 
tied a stone to a string, let 
it 
through the opening to discover 
its 
depth. 
H is 
interest 
was 
aroused and he made his way 
into the cave and explored 
it 
for some distance. 
He hom e­ 
steaded the land with the view 
of planting an orchard, which 
he did, but later w hen he 
had 
opened th e cave and made it ac­ 
cessible to visitors, it 
became 
popular. 
M r. Lehman sold the 
property to a M r. Rhodes, who 
built a lodge and half a dozen 
log cabins to accommodate the 
visitors. T hen W h ite Pint C oun­ 
ty, N evada, bought the prop­ 
erty, made a gift of it to 
the 
U n i t ed 
States 
Governm ent 
which created Lehman Caves 
N ational M onum ent. 
It m ight 
be of interest to note th at Mr. 
Lehman received two thousand 
dollars for the property; Rhodes 
received ten thousand and the 
governm ent received it as a gift 
to create a national monument. 


A t present it is necessary to travel 
about seventy-five miles of unpaved 
road to reach and leave the m onu­ 
m ent, but plans arc being, made to 
surface this road after which Leh­ 
m an Caves should become a popular 
m onum ent. 
T here is the cave itself,

Whitewater 
River Survey 
Planned 


A hill for a prelim inary 9urvey of 
W hitew ater R iver and its w atershed 
in R iverside County, California, w as 
today subm itted by H arry R. Shep­ 
pard. 
The bill authorizes the Sec­ 
retary of W ar a s well as the Secre­ 
tary of A griculture to m ake a pre­ 
lim inary survey of the en tire river 
and w atershed. 
It is believed th at 
this bill will be included in th e Flood 
Control Omnibus Bill w hich is ex­ 
pected to be voted out of Com m it­ 
tee w ithin two weeks. 
T he S ecre­ 
tary of W ar is authorized to m ake 
the Flood Control Survey w hile th e 
S ecretary of A griculture w ill survey 
for soil erosion and w ater retardation. 
"T his bill is sim ilar to five o th er 
bills w hich I have subm itted on be­ 
half of my D istrict,” stated Mr. S hep­ 
pard. "Irrigation is th e life blood of 
our agriculture and w ater conserva­ 
tion and m ust continue in order to 
m ake 
irrigation 
econom ically 
prac­ 
tical."

the Fourth the neighborhood 
farmers gathered, on the natal 
day, for a picnic in some grove 
set on a green hill and among 
flo wers such as buttercups, john­ 
ny- jump-ups, jack-in-the-pulpits, 
wild roses and Indian pinks. 
There in the woods, beneath the 
shade of the friendly trees, 
horseshoe pitching and foot 
races were run by the men and 
boys, while the kids enjoyed 
swings and pom-poni-pullaway. 
* * * 
In those days of Grover Cleve­ 
land's administration folks were talk­ 
ing about politics, weather and hard 
eiraes At about ten o'clock on the 
Fourth the folks would come for 
miles around in farm wagons and 
buggies, and spread enough food on 
the tables under the trees to feed a 
regiment for a day. Occasionally a 
larm boy and his best girl would 
lide in on a gig, which was a sulky 
drawn by a horse wearing harness 
with gold tassels and brass hames. 
The older men wore starched bosom, 
collarlcss shirts which were the last 
word in discomfort. The women 
wore gingham dresses and sunbon- 
nets. The food was fine, because 
there wasn't a cook book in forty 
miles. Women cooked wrell because 
they knew recipes "by heart." In 
fact they memorized recipes better 
than Tennyson's poetry or Shake­

After gormandizing 011 the 
neighborhood food, the men 
would pitch horseshoes and the 
froys and girls would “swing" 
the b asswoods or cotton­ 
woods. Solitude was all about 
except for the song of the red­ 
wing, or the humming of the 
bees.

The boys Ipd firecrackers. About 
three bunches of 'crackers per hoy 
was the average in the gay SO's or 
Y0‘s The green crackers among the 
red ones were presumed to be loud­ 
er and not so likely to go sizz-zzz-oo. 


All 'crackers then came from China. 
* # * 
There was beer over town a 
few miles, but farmers' picnics 
on the Fourth in those days 
usually countenanced nothing 
stronger than lemonade. It was 
cooled by ris er ice tliat had been 
harvested in winter and kept in 
sawdust. 
* 
* # 
The Fourth 111 those good old days 
was a day of rest and relaxation— 
of feasting and neighborliness. Like 
the home on the range, there seldom 
was heard a discouraging word, al­ 
beit times were hard. There wasn't 
much money, hut the Lord was good 
to the faithful and there was plenty 
to eat. Folks loved and respected 
the Stars and Stripes and gloried in 
the sight of the Flag fluttering amid 
the friendly trees on the Fourth of 
July picnics of Benjamin Harrison's 
or Grover Cleveland’s regimes.

B O U L D E R DA M BR INGS 


H A L F M IL L IO N T O U. S. 
Boulder Dam planned by the govern­ 
m ent to pay for itself, 
this week 
brought a half million dollars back 
to the U nited States treasury. 
A check for $500.000 was received 
by the bureau of reclam ation depart­ 
m ent of the interior, from the city of 
G lendale as an advance paym ent on 
its Boulder dam power purchase con­ 
tract. 
U nder the contract, G lendale was 
obligated to pay half a m illion dol­ 
lars over a ten-year period w ith four 
per cent interest as its share of the 
cost of the generating m achinery in 
the Boulder dam power house which 
serves four Southern California m uni­ 
cipalities. 
Several weeks ago the city asked 
Secretary of the Interior H arold L. 
Ickes through John C. Page, reclam a­ 
tion com m issioner, w hether the gov­ 
e rn m en t would accept an advance pay­ 
m ent. Officials of the city indicated 
that funds were on hand to pay in full 
at this time, and w ere desirous of ob­ 
viating the necessity of paying inter­ 
e st for ten years. 
The object of extending ten years 
to the contractors in which to pay 
for the m achinery was to m ake it 
easier for them to meet the obliga­ 
tion. Glendale w as inform ed the ad­ 
vance paym ent would be accepted. 
W ith the acceptance of the huge 
check, interest on the obligation was 
stopped. T he m oney is deposited in 
the U nited States treasury. 
The dam is to pay for itself with 
interest in 50 years. The m ain power 
revenue contracts became 
effective 
June 1. 


F IS H A N D G A M E B IL L 


S IG N E D B Y G O V E R N O R 
T hirteen fish and gam e bills headed 
by one increasing m em bership of the 
state fish and gam e com mission from 
three to five m em bers received the 
governor's approval Tuesday. 
■/ 
Assemblym an Dawson sponsored the 
•act, effective Aug. 27. A ppointm ents 
are in the hands of the governor. 
Legislation providing tw o seasons 
for killing of deer became effective 
im m ediately because of an em ergency 
clause. U nder its provisions deer m ay 
be taken on the coast from the north­ 
ern boundaries of 
M endocino 
and 
G lenn counties trt the southern boun­ 
dary of V entura county from A ugust 
1 to Septem ber 15. The season in 
other parts of the state is from Sept. 
16 to Oct. 15. 
Senator M etzger's bill extending the 
dove season from Sept. 1 to Jan. 15 
to give leew ay in taking advantage of 
the Federal season under the m igra­ 
tory bird treaty was signed. 
Fish and game derbies are outlaw ed 
under other legislation except w here 
approved by the fish and gam e com­ 
m ission. Non-profit organizations, how­ 
ever, are perm itted to hold frog jum p­ 
ing and striped bass contests.

Incidents such as the G erm an re- 
j taliatory bom bardm ent of a Spanish 
city would not take place if outside 
nations rem ained aloof from Spain’s 
(civil strife, in the opinion of many 
; California editors. 
Proof constantly is being furnished, 
said the editors, that the issue in­ 
i volved in the struggle is not what 
¡Spaniards shall rule but w hat Euro­ 
pean powers shall control the Span­ 
iards who rule Spain. 
"W hen a British w arship was bom b­ 
ed by a Spanish airplane." notes the 
Anaheim Bulletin, "B ritain sent rep­ 
resentatives. But when a G erm an 
craft was bombed Germ any sent shells 
scream ing into a Spanish city. That 
is a prim itive m eans of establishing a 
balance of justice, but it leaves one 
a bit cold in its im m ediate and possi­ 
ble future effect. If Germ any has lost 
lives in an unprovoked attack it can 
only blam e itself. A determ ined effort 
to rem ain aloof from the conflict could 
have assisted greatly in ending the 
prolonged struggle for control of the 
peninsula." 
"T here can be no 
more 
cam ou­ 
flage,” rem arks the Santa 
B arbara 
News-Press. "Germ any and Italy, aft­ 
er m onths of sanctim onious pretense, 
are openly at war with the legally 
elected governm ent of Spain. Russia, 
France and even G reat B ritain may 
be draw n in. 
Just one m ore overt 
move by either side, and all of Europe 
may be plunged into another bloody 
general war." 
"The revengeful tactics of Der 
Fuehrer," said the Santa Rosa Press 
Dem ocrat, "pursued so hastily 
and 
w ithout conferring with any other gov­ 
ernm ent except Italy, perhaps, give a 
graphic idea of how close Europe has 
been to international em broilm ent 
since th e arm am ent race began. Italy’s 
approval* of the A lm eria attack and 
the authoritative statem ent th at 
II 
Duce ‘will back Germ any 100 
per 
cent’ in w hatever future action the 
Third Reich m ay take, supply positive 
evidence that M ussolini and 
H itler 
have secret agreem ents governing of­ 
fensive as well as defensive w arfare." 
S tarting the "Spanish 
revolution" 
has not been a Spanish war for a 
long tim e, the Fullerton Daily T ribune 
adds: 
"It is quite probable, if the 
truth could be determ ined, that the 
bombing of the G erm an w ar craft was 
not the work of Spaniards, but of Rus­ 
sian m ilitary aviators, who dom inate 
the loyalist air forces: Russia conceiv­ 
ably could perform an act of this sort 
with the deliberate intention of bring­ 
ing G erm an connection w ith the rebel 
faction into the open and precipitating 
a showdown." 
The Burlingam e Advance suggests 
a revision of nationalistic codes of 
honor seem s centuries overdue. 
"If 
the eye and tooth plucking w ere res­ 
tricted to the m athem atical lim its 
justified by Scripture," com m ents the 
A dvance, "the offensiveness of the re­ 
prisals would be minimized. 
But in­ 
evitably the retaliatory attack is som e­ 
w hat m ore spirited, if not savage, than 
the provocative incident, and w ider in 
range of deadly consequences. Those 
extra dead and wounded thus m ay eas­ 
ily be considered as provocative of a 
'rebuttal' reprisal—and so on indefi­ 
nitely until the world soon finds it­ 
self bathing in blood and reducing its 
evidences of a past civilization to 
ruins." 
"These E uropean nations." 
con­ 
cludes the Santa Cruz News, "seem 
bound to go to w ar over som ething 
or other, and the prospect presents 
to the United S tates one plain course. 
And that is to keep out of the broil, 
w hatever happens. 
W e know w hat 
it cost the U nited States in blood and 
treasure to mix up in the quarrels of 
Europe the last tim e, and should profit 
by experience, and attend our own af­ 
fairs now and hereafter." 


D A I L Y T R O U T L I M I T 


R U L I N G A N N O U N C E D 
In response to a sportsm an’s query 
the state fish and game com m ission 
has obtained a ruling from A ttorney 
G eneral U. S. W ebb that present fish­ 
ing law s are intended to restrict fish­ 
erm en to one daily limit of trout, re­ 
gardless of species. 
It is legal to possess "20 Golden 
trout and five of any oth er species, 
providing such num ber does not ex­ 
ceed the w eight lim it of 10 pounds 
and one trout," W ebb ruled. "In other 
words, generally 25 is the lim it of 
trout w hich m ight be had, but w ith 
reference to G olden trout, 20 being 
the lim it, a person might legally pos­ 
sess in addition to 20 such Golden 
trout five of som e other species."

T he old viaduct at the junction of 
the R edlands Beaum ont road and the 
Jackrabbit trail is being torn down.
